To 
add to the horror of the occasion, just at this 
time a storm came up and the blackness of 
darkness was over all and torrents of rain 
poured down, while each one of the party ex- 
pected the next moment to he his or her last 
Old veterans and the gentlemen generally sue' 
cecded by frantic efforts m preventing a panic 
But not 11 itil all the life-preservers at hand were 
BOt out. We were to have left Montreal to- 
night at s o'clock. We shall bj lucky now if we 
reach there by that time Sunday morning 
We 


do not now know when we shall reach Huston. 
AH of the Decatur ladies acted like heroines 
not one of lliein even trying to rush for the life- 
preservers, although for the moment it looked 
as if a (earful tMe was to be ours. While we 
shall get no sleep to-night, yet everyone is feel 
ing thankful over the narrow escape, and tne 
cabin of our steamer resounds wltn song and 
music. Our steamer left Kingston with over 
10(10 passengers. At 1'rescott the Capto n re 
fused to go further without some of them were 
transferred to another iteamei.so we have va) 
persons on board to night, and bleeping will |>e 
almost out of tin-question. I think Ihevetswill 
exhaust all their war songs before morning.
